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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Council, 
City  of  Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen : 

On  behalf  of  your  Committee  on  Parks  and  Libraries, 
I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  a  series  of  statis- 
tical tables  as  a  report  of  the  work  done  at  the  Carnegie 
Free  Library  of  Allegheny  during  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1922. 

CIRCULATION 

The  number  of  books  loaned  for  home  reading  during 
the  year  was  496,235,  an  increase  of  4,495  over  the  circu- 
lation during  the  previous  year.  From  the  main  library 
were  loaned  345,327  volumes,  an  increase  of  17,473,  and 
from  the  Woods  Run  Branch  90,965  volumes,  an  increase  of 
3,873.  The  circulation  from  the  various  stations  was  59,803, 
a  decrease  of  16,911. 

REFERENCE  ROOM 

In  this  department  77,452  readers  consulted  121,661 
volumes,  an  average  of  216  readers  and  339  volumes  per  day. 

PERIODICAL  ROOM 

This  room  was  visited  by  48,861  persons.  The  use  of 
periodicals  was  83,293.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  use  made  of  the  newspaper  room.  A  con- 
servative estimate  would  be  30,000. 

CHILDREN'S  ROOM 

A  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  juvenile  books  loaned 
for  home  reading  of  25,350,  compared  with  the  record  of  the 
preceding  year  is  decidedly  unsatisfactory.  This  decrease 
and  the  decrease  in  the  work  through  the  stations  as  noted 
above  is  largely  owing  to  the  lack  of  a  trained  Children's 
Librarian  as  the  head  of  the  Children's  Department  during 
the  year.  With  the  revision  of  the  salary  budget  and  the 
provision  therein  for  an  increase  in  salary  for  the  Chil- 
dren's Librarian,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  position  will 
be  sufficiently  attractive  to  efficient,  trained  Children's  Li- 


brarians  as  to  enable  the  selection  of  some  one  fully  com- 
petent to  take  charge  of  this  department  of  the  library's 
work,  thereby  obviating  the  danger  of  any  further  decrease. 

REGISTRATION 

Cards  were  issued  to  4,955  new  borrowers — 3,261  to 
adults  and  1,694  to  children.  Number  of  cards  replaced 
was  3,739. 

BOOKS 

11,892  volumes  were  added  to  the  library — 2,508  were 
discarded.  The  net  gain  was  9,384.  The  number  in  the  li- 
brary December  31,  1922,  was  157,752.  1,265  volumes  were 
newly  bound,  10,406  were  rebound. 

ASSEMBLY  ROOMS 

The  various  assembly  rooms  were  used  335  times  dur- 
ing the  year.  Dr.  Caspar  P.  Koch  conducted  a  series  of  40 
free  organ  recitals  during  the  season.  These  recitals  at- 
tracted the  usual  attendance.

Report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  year  1921 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  City 
of  Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen : 

On  behalf  of  your  Committee  on  Parks  and  Libraries 
I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  following  statis- 
tical tabulation  as  a  report  of  the  work  done  at  the  Carnegie 
Free  Library  of  Allegheny  during  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1921. 

CIRCULATION 

The  home  use  of  books  was  491,740,  a  gain  of  66,783 
or  15%  over  the  circulation  of  the  preceding  year.  The 
adult  circulation  was  41,680  or  22%,  and  the  juvenile  25,103 
or  10%  greater  than  the  circulations  during  1920.  Through 
the  Woods  Run  Branch  87,092  books  were  loaned  for  home 
use,  an  increase  of  14,374  or  19%,  approximately  equal  to 
the  per  cent  gain  in  books  issued  from  the  Main  Library. 
Of  all  books  issued  47%  were  classified  as  adult  and  53% 
as  juvenile. 

REFERENCE  USE 

The  Reference  Room  record  for  1921  shows  that  128,- 
190  volumes  were  used  by  77,356  readers — an  increase  of 
16,739  and  16,831,  respectively  over  1920. 

PERIODICAL  AND  NEWSPAPER  READING 

The  recorded  use  of  current  issues  of  periodicals  was 
81,974  by  50,158  readers.  No  effort  has  been  made  to  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  the  use  of  newspapers  on  the  racks 
in  the  newspaper  room.  About  30,000  readers  visited  the 
room. 

BOOKS 

There  were  accessioned  10,228  volumes.  4,796  were 
worn  out,  lost  or  withdrawn.  The  entire  collection  on  De- 
cember 31,  1921,  numbered  148,368. 
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REGISTRATION 

Cards  were  issued  to  5,895  new  borrowers ;  3,574  adult 
and  2,321  juvenile.  661  lost  cards  and  3,608  filled  cards 
were  replaced. 

ASSEMBLY  ROOMS 

The  aggregate  number  of  meetings  held  in  the  various 
assembly  rooms  was  288 ;  of  which  188  were  in  the  music 
hall,  58  in  the  basement  hall,  45  in  the  committee  room  and 
2  in  the  lecture  room.  Dr.  Caspar  P.  Koch  conducted  forty 
organ  recitals  on  Sunday  afternoons  which  attracted  an 
average  attendance  of  500.
